Palestine Warfare 
To End In 3 Weeks, 
MacDonald View

LONDON — Zionist leaders con- 
sidered the political crisis threat- 
ening the Palestine Jewish home- 
land to be alleviated for the pres- 
ent, chiefly by the timely expres- 
sion of American public opinion 
and the United States Govern- 
ment’s statement of interest in the 
matter. These developments, Zion- 
‘sts believed, strengthened Colon- 
ial Secretary Malcolm MacDonald 
in his position against other Cabh- 
inet memebrs who had demanded 
a solution of the Palestine problem 
at any price. 

The situation may not become 
acute again before December, Zion- 
ists believed. In the meantime the 
British Government is determined 
to wipe out terror in Palestine and 
restore order. It was learned that 
at Wednesday's Cabinet meeting 
MacDonald was to submit a de- 
tailed report on the Palestine sit- 
uation and was expected to express 
the view that with the armed forces 
now available the Palestine terror 
can be ended in three weeks. 

The interval will also be utilized 
for Government negotiations with 
the Jews and with the Arabs. The 
possibility is not excluded of di- 
rect Arab-Jewish negotiations.

Hull Pledges US. 
Efforts To Avert 
Loss Of Palestine

WASHINGTON — Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull has promised tr 


take “all necessary measures for 
the protection of American riguts 
and interests in Palestine” in view 
of the changes in policy planned 
by Great Britain, and he empha- 
sized America’s interest in the 
Jewish homeland. 

This Government intends to pre- 
sent to Britain its views regarding 
any changes in the mandate affect 
ing American rights, and while the 
United States cannot prevent mod- 
ification of the mandate, it can re- 
fuse to recognize the application 
of such changes unless assented 
to by Washington, Hull said in a 
statement replying to “a large num- 
ber of telegrams and letters from 
individuals and organizations.” 

American interest in the Jewish 
homeland was emphasized in the 
early part of the statement, which 
cited the expressions by all presi- 
dents since Wilson and by Congress 
of sympathy with the development 
of the national home— “ag project 
in which American intellect and 
capital have played a leading role.” 

Mr. Hull’s statement was issued 
after a representative Jewish dele- 
gation, led by President Henry 
Monsky of B'nai B'rith, had pre- 
sented to him a plea for American 
intercession with Britain to prevent 
a radical revision in Palestine pol- 
icy which would harm the home- 
land. The plea was based on the 
necessity of (1) safeguarding Pal- 
estine policy, in whose shaping the 
United States played a prominent 
role, (2) averting widespread sut- 
fering in the Holy Land and des- 
pair among refugees, actual and po- 
tential, (3) protecting the rights 
of American nationals in Palestine. 


65,000 WIRES SENT

WASHINGTON — Postal and 
Western Union telegraph compan- 
ies here handled 64,222 messages 
up to last Saturday. The Washing- 
ton office of Postal said one-third 
of its total were addressed to Sec- 
retary Hull and the other two- 
thirds to President Roosevelt at the 
White House. Messages continued 
to pour into both agencies at a 
combined rate of 10,000 a day. . 

In Chicago and New York, Postal 
Telegraph messengers canvassed 
homes of Jews with form messages 
to be sent to Washington.

“This country was founded by 
pioneers who came here to escape 
political and religious persecution,” 
he asserted. “It has been built up 
and developed by men and women 
of many races, many nationalities, 
many creeds. .. America has been 
great because America has rend- 
ered justice to all. America will 
remain great so long as it recog- 
nizes that a denial of freedom and 
opportunity to one group affects 
every group; that injustice to a 
single individual may not be toler- 
ated without injury to the soul and 
spirit of America.” 

Meanwhile, establishment of a 
mediation committee to settle cll 
matters caused by racial discrim- 
ination was proposed by Joseph 
Tigani, consul of the Roman-Amer- 
ican Progressive League, in a tele- 
gram to several Jewish and ital- 
ian leaders.

Everyone is invited to the meet- 
ing Saturday night and Sunday in 
Louisville at the Kentucky Hotel, 
and in case, you have passed off 
this convention as just another one 
of those Jewish gatherings, let me 
try to give you the background and 
tell you why the Council of Jew- 
ish Welfare Federations and Wel- 
fare Funds are changing the en- 
tire complexion of American Jew- 
ish Life. 

Several months ago, when the 
American Jewish Congress was 
planning its national referendum, 
a group of twenty-one Jewish com- 
munity councils in cities through- 
out the nation, behind the leader- 
ship of Edgar Kaufmann, head of 
the Pittsburgh Council, forced the 
Congress into that memorable 
meeting with the B’nai B'rith, the 
American Jewish Committee, and 
the Labor Committee, which led to 
the present national Jewish unity. 
The twenty-one community coun- 
ceils, all members of the Jewish 
Welfare Federations and Welfare 
Funds, did not request that unity 
be effected on the national scene, 
they demanded it. What happened 
is history, and Edgar Kaufmann is 
now the head of the committee 
formed by the four leading nation- 
al organizations to co-ordinate and 
unify Jewish activity of all nation- 
al groups. 

Now another reason why the con- 
ference Saturday night and Sunday 
is important is that Louisville al- 
ready has a Conference of Jewish 
Organizations, and Indianapolis will 
in all probability complete the for- 
mation of theirs this fall. And in 
both cases, they are and will be 
members of the Jewish Welfare 
Federations and Welfare Funds. So 
now you know how important the 
meeting is. Two years or so ago 
I predicted that the Federations 
and Welfare Funds group would be- 
come the most important and 
powerful in the American Jewish 
community. That prediction has 
already been vindicated. In the 
next few years almost every self- 
respecting Jewish community will 
have what in reality is a kehillah 
to co-ordinate all its activities and 
supervise the smooth functioning 
of its component parts. 

If possible you should attend the 
sessions. Dr. Max Lerner, Mr.

man, and Cecilia Rasovsky are on 
the program for talks.

A Layman Discusses The Ills Of The Synagogue 


O NE of the finest, most thoughtful and construc- 
tive articles on the synagogue that this paper 
has ever read is published in the October issue 
of The Synagogue, monthly organ of the Com- 
mission on Synagogue Activities of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations (Reform). The 
article is so thought-provoking and so vital that 
this paper wishes it had space to reprint it in 
entirety. 

The article is written by Will M. Nathan, a 
layman member of Temple Beth Israel, of Hous- 
ton, Tex. I believe every board member of every 
congregation should read the article, and if 
enough requests are submitted, this paper will 
attempt to secure copies of the article from the 
commission. Space permits of reprint of only 
a few of the most important paragraphs, but they 
are sufficient to indicate the bold trend and pro- 
found thought of the entire essay. 

But he (the rabbi) can neither speak in a 
vacuum nor to a vacuum. How idle to expect 
your rabbi to discuss the message of an Amos, 
a Micah, a Hosea or an Isaiah, and then when 
he seeks to apply to your workaday problems 
these preachments as affecting old age pensions, 
social security, decent living wages, decent hous- 
ing and fair opportunity to work, to tell him the 
pulpit is not a political reform school, and to 
deny him speech; how childish to expect him to 
plead for equality before the law and then gag 
him when he becomes articulate on behalf of 
a Scottsboro boy, a Tom Mooney, a Sacco or a 
Vanzetti; how useless the pulpit and the preach- 
er if they shall be bent to conform to the wishes 
of the particular president and prostituted to the 
whim of every member who pays $500.00 per 
year! 

And with what disappointment, discourage- 
ment and indeed disgust must any rabbi view 
his work when he finds that his own Board mem- 
bers nullify his efforts and stultify themselves 
by keeping their places of business open on Rosh 
Hashonah and Yom Kippur, and argue with con- 
viction that it is customary in the big cities; 
what a chill to his heart when the non-Jewish 
New Year’s eve falls on Friday evening and his 
congregants observe it in typical pagan fashion 
at their “ritzy” country club instead of making 
a traditional joy out of the Sabbath and sancti- 
fying the day in traditional manner! 

bP ae A It is and will be expensive to put 
full time chazanim on the pay roll of the small 
synagogue, and difficult to supersede and stip- 
plant the non-Jewish voices with Jewish voices. 
It will take time and patience to develop suffi- 
cient Jewish male and female voices for the 
choir, but we can start our gardening with our 
boys and girls choirs, and by a. process of close 
weeding, careful pruning, and careful selection, 
rebuild our choirs, our chazanim, and our con- 
greational singing. But as practical people, you 
will ask: How long? I say 25 years, which is a 
short period for Jews. It is staggering to con- 
template the tremendous losses we have sus- 
tained by reason of lack of vision, inertia, smug- 
ness and disinterest these past 25 years.

The Catholic Church has taken a page from the 
book of our orthodox observances: the cathedral 
in Houston is open 24 hours daily, and I recall 
a legend on the cathedral, “This is God’s house; 
enter for a moment’s prayer.” Dr. Abram Simon’s 
experiment with the chapel off the foyer of the 
Temple in Washington where he _ ministers 
should be watched closely as it may contain the 
germ of a new life and may transmute the mys- 
tical yearning from which prayer arises into a 
higher degree of fervor and feeling which we so 
greatly lack. This much can be said with cer- 
tainty: it cannot harm the regular service even 
if it does not help it, and it is bound toscreate 
an attachment for the secret precincts of the 
synagogue. Such a love and attachment is itself 
a Kiddush Ha-Shem. 

And there is yet another type of service wor- 
thy of serious consideration; no ritual, no music, 
no sermon, but an informal gathering for study 
in the Temple, opened and closed with a simple 
prayer, a devotional period and a study hour, 
with the rabbi leading the discussion group on 
the problem of the week. It may be a matter of 
Jewish charity, a communal problem, good will, 
let us say, or the German, Polish or Roumanian 
situation, numerous clausus, Jews in Government, 
curtailment of immigration, Zionist, the Jewish 
Reaction when war comes—or any of the multi- 
tude of pressing Jewish matters. Views are 
stated, discussed, debated. We clarify our con- 
ceptions of Jewish values and arrive at a basis 
of understanding. This makes for strength and 
solidarity, and takes us back to the time when 
the synagogue was our Beth Ha-Midrash,. gives 
direction to an otherwise aimless and drifting 
Jewish life and defines the meaning and purpose 
of our Judaism. 

The idea is not mine. It was used a few years 
ago in a modified form by Rabbi Berkowitz of 
Portland with some success. I am not informed 
whether he abandoned it but I do believe that 
he used it on a Friday night and as part of the 
Sabbath Service. I should like to see it used as 
an independent service, purely as a spiritual and 
intellectual feast. Not on the plan of the Open 
Forum where a specialist does all the talking 
and stakes his reputation on being able to give 
sharp answers to those anxious to learn, or those 
in disagreement with his ideas. But a dissectior 
group where the subject is analyzed for us and 
by us, and particularly by us. 

What the rabbi says is important as giving 
direction only to our thoughts. I would there- 
fore offer this project as a salutary means of 
molding Jewish life into definite and clear chan- 
nels, so that expression and articulation may be 
given to the Jewish viewpoint when critical times 
necessitate Jewish statement. There are too many 
self-appointed Moseses who speak ex-cathedra 
for nobody but themselves; let Jewry awaken 
and form -itself into a community and express 
itself as such, so that these enthusiastic spouters 
may be shut down before they do irreparable 
damage to the entire field, but they represent the 
un-American principle of taxation without repre- 
sentation. 


Two Drives Each Year 


F the present united Jewish campaigns are in- 

capable of supplying the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee and the United Palestine Appeal with suf- 
ficient funds, and if the pains and horrors and fu- 
ture of world Jewry are to be counted in terms 
of money, then there is no alternative but sepa- 
rate campaigns. If a city holds a united cam- 
paign in the Fall then it must and should hold 
a separate drive in the Spring for the J.D.C. and 
U.P.A. 

In the twenties when the J.D.C. held its own 
drive in every city it was able to raise sums 
which when compared with the quotas they re- 
ceive today were bountiful.
